THE DWINDLING EESERVE. 


Treasury O3lclalH 
Tliink 
Present Bald 


Will >'ot Last STocli Longer. 


Washington, juiy 21.—The sold reserve 


went below the 530,000,000 mark today for 
the flrst time in many months, ant] at the 
close of business the actual figure was 
5S9,7C1,336, a reduction of W.706.300 for 
the day. Of the withdrawals. 53,033,000 
was for export. Treasury officials look 
upon this heavy golden drain as entirely 
abnormal, and lire confident that It will 
not continue, at least so heavily. They 
say there is nothing in trade conditions 
to warrant the exports, adding, that 
although exchange Is almost a point 
above the shipping point In normal 
times, the conditions are such In their 
Judgment as 
to make 
It 
uncertain 


whether It can be profitable at present. 
In the absence of Secretary Carlisle no 
one can speak authoritatively respect- 
Ing the probability of another Issue of 
bonds to replenish the reserve in the near 
future, but the general trend of opinion 
was that E'.ich a thing was not to be ex- 
pected. 


Officials are satisfied with tlie manner 


In which they have gotten so far through 
the month of July. This Is always,a try- 
Ing month, the beginning of the'fiscal 
year letting- loose a lot ol appropriations 
for miscellaneous objects, as well as for 
livers and harbors and pensions. The 
total expenditures for the month have 
re-ached S31.11S.OOO, which leaves a de- 
rtcit of $12,091,204. but this is no more, 
than was expected, while encourage- 
ment is found In the fact that the receipts 
have averaged well up to $1,000,000 per 
diem, and that much ol this Increase is 
composed of international revenue re- 
ceipts, an Indication that whisky in 
bond has at last been drawn upon. 


Wiley Dl.ln't Show Up.. 


Boston, July 21.—The adjournment of

CHARGE 


Brought Against, a Woman in the Police 


Court. 


The case of Mary Conway, charged wltli 


aiding and abettlne a liquor nuisance, tho 
complainant being the liquor inspectors, 
caine up in police court this morning, and 
goes on record aa the first case ou that 
charge that has ever appeared in the Low- 
ell police court. 


The defendant, through her connael,

The complaint is brought under section 


20 of chapter 100 and section D of chapter 
101 of the public statutes, which state that 
in case of a conviction for violation of the 
liquor law the owner of premises or person 
in charge of the building in apartments 
wherein the violation has taken place 
should be formally D.otified of such con- 
viction by the coun. Then should a simi- 
lar offence be committed agrfln In the 
same building or apartmoots, the parties 
notified are liable to arrest for aiding and 
abetting in the maintenance oE a liquor 
nuisance and the penalty is similar to that 
imposed for a liquor nulsanco. 


The defendant in this case, Mary Con- 


way, owns a "block on Salem street, where 
some time ago, a party named Barry, a 
tenant in the block, was convicted of vio- 
lation of the law, it is claimed Mrs. Con- 
way was notified of the conviction and re- 
cently tho same tenant, it is said, was in 
again on a similar complaint and pleaded 
guilty, hence the complaint agaisnt the 
owner, Mjs. Conway.

/ One hundred years ago, ^fter a most re- 
markable uarcor, brlltlaut as it \viia mc- 
tuorlc, thoroughly disgusted 
with the 


^world's vain show and "worn out mentally, 
fpbyslcally and morally, Bobbio Burns(ilio 
pride of nil ihe Scots, closed bis eyos for- 
ovor upon tb^o "beauties of MB nutivo 
tenths aud Bonnie Scotland. 


Today ia the centennial of that untimely 


talciuc away and the century having rolled 
away, even now the prophecy of Bobble 
Burns, that 
(>a 
hundred, years hence, 


they'll chink mair o'me than they do 
now," bos been fulfilled and 
noD only 


Scots, the world over, but every lover of 
nature's oft'n poet will make some recog- 
^ition at this memorial event. 


The 
colebracioa of the day was un- 


doubtedly HUggesttid and brought about by 
the growing popularity of the poetical 
works of 
Burns, which, while 
they 


•were ever held in highest esteem by BODH 
of,Bonnie Scotland, have of late grown 
very pop nine with lovers of poetry, while 
Time with its softening Influence has 
placed the mantle of charity over the 
short-comings of the untutored peasant, 
and liko our own Poo, he ia only remem- 
bered by the sweet songs and his wonder- 
ful genius for which the world is at least 
a little better. 
/Wonderful was.bis genius, Born as he 
,was In Ayr Jan. 25, 1739, a poor Scottish 
peasant, with nothing to assist him on bia 
journey to fauie save his own natural yet 
undeveloped gifts, he sprang aa the me- 
teor from out the clouded heavens to fame 
and reputation beyond ereu his fondest 
hopes. Aa his biographer and brother 
Scot, Cailyle, aptly describes him: "This 
month he is a ruined peasant, his wages 
seven pounds a year and those gone from 
him; next mouth he is amid the blaze of 
rank and beauty, haJdiug down duchesses 
to dinner, the cynosure of all eyes." Is is 
any wonder that this sudden transition 
from the lowly confines of Ihe poor and 
ignorant to the exalted environments of 
wealth and royalty should have proved 
disuHtruus to his untried nature? 


Burns possessed neither education, op- 


portunity nor Lho influence and encouv- 
agemont of a more matured mind and yet 
hu achieved fame. A. thorough child ot 
nature he was a poet in faot, and his songs 
so ulraple, so sweet and BO true to nature, 
wore indeed captivating and were refresh- 
ing when compared with the poetry of tbo 
artificial- ago of the century preceding 
his time. True, he lacked the metrical, 
harmony aud correctness of his predecess- 
ors, yet his genius as a sweet lyrist has 
never been, excelled aud gave him at once 
a leading place as a poet of distinction. 
.-""His sougn Lave made him most popular 
with hiaCountrymen while bis genios ie 
displayed to better advantage 
in bis 


lunger poema, such as the "Cotter's Satur- 
day Night" aud the "Jolly Beggars." 


The centenary is observed with great 


demonstrations in Scotland today.

Dumfries today an immense pilgrimage 
was made to the tomb of the bard, the 
differeni; societies in line placing wreaths 
upon the grave.

No informed 
man fails to thoroughly understand that | 
tho leading issue at this time ii the 
money .qnestjon, primarily the stru^ple 
for the restoration of silver.to the place 
it held for 80 j-eurs tinder our constitu- 
tion. The common people havo become 
educated during the past four jear.s upon 
this question, and the money power 
realizes that if tho corning election is 
decided squarely upon tint issue its 
power to grind the sweat and bones 
o£ the couiitry's producers into riches 
for tho benefit of the few trill bebrokeu, 
perhaps forever. 


Therefore the effort is beins made to 


onco more get r.p a sham fight over the 
tariff. No one believes that it will bo 
possible to,push aside as tho main issue 
the question which the people have ptifc j 
to the front; for parties do not make | 
issues, but issues make parties. But it; 
has been shown that some sections of 
the country are always ready for fight 
on a question which affects, or which 
they think 
affects, them 
specially. 


PennsylvaniiThas always been fruitful 
ground in which to sow the seeds of 
tariff. The agents of plutocracy, realiz- 
ing theso facts, bavo begun their cam- 
paign in that state. A dastardly begin- 
ning it is.too. The tin plate maunfac-j 
turcrs through their organization have 
decided to reduce wages within tho 
nest few weeks. The redaction agreed 
npon at the recenf!;meotiiiE of tho asso- 
ciation at Pittsburg will average about 
18 per cent. Tho claim will be that the 
existing tariff on tin plate makes such 
a wogo rednction necessary. 


The peculiar efficacy of this demand 


of tho bosses as a campaign document 
will Enggeat itself to all. But to clearly 
show how tho Manufacturers' associa- 
tion looked at it the following extract 
from the minutes of tho meering which 
decided npon the reduction is reproduced 
from a Pittsburg paper: 


Sovornl members reported tho managers of 


the cominp Republican cmnpnisn ns acqui- 
escing: in the idea that a reduction nt this time 
would have a fnvornblo effect on tho election, 
especially when imposed ott tin platb. Thcro 
beiug no farther ba^inesf?, tbo mooting ad- 
journed.

The "favorable effect" desired by the 


tin plate monopolists and .the political 
managers referred to is to compass the 
election of a president and congress that 
will continue the reign of the Roths- 
childs, Morgans, Belmouts and other 
bloated Sbylocks who are sapping the 
very life blood of this people.

schema is to so far as possible obscure 
the real issue in the campaign by starv- 
ing the workingmen into advocacy of

I am not taking sides on "the .tariff 


question no more than I am on the con- 
troversy as to the authorship of Shakes- 
peare's plays, and I hope I will not be 
accused of assailing any man's politics; 
tut if there is any workingman in this 
country so ignorant as to believe that 
denunciation of a hellish scheme of the 
goldbngs is disloyalty to the cause of 
labor then I will hare to submit to being 
written down in his books as a traitor. 
If the hellish designs of tho emissaries 
of plutocracy, abetted by the tin plate 
bosses, are carried out, there will, of 
course, bo a etrike, as the employees 
cannot consent to tho reduction proposed. 
Probably tho unmasking of the scheme 
will put a stopper upon further proceed- 
ings along that line; but bo that as it 
may, the workingmen of this country 
should bo convinced by this last move 
of tho plutocracy that their interests lio 
in a determined stand at the polls in 
November against the infernal scoun- 
drels who havo so clearly shown their 
desire to sell them ont to the bondhold- 
ing classes of this country and Europe. 


• I do not wish to be understood as 
claiming that the silver question is of 
supremo importance to tho workers of 
the country. On the contrary I take the 
position that there are other questions 
of public policy that for surpass it in 
importance, and I believe it to be the 
duty of all tho friends of labor to 
work with what ability they possess to 
bring those questions np for settlement 
and to Eettlo them right. But we must 
take things ns they are, not as we would 
like.them to bo, and the fight is on, 
though not of our making, between tho 
contractionists and those whose interests 
lio in tho direction of a more .liberal 
policy, and every good citizen must 
chooso his Bide.

Ameriran sky," says Henry D. Lloyd, I 
tho chivalrous champion of labor's, 
right,1;. The boycott was supported by 
the citizens of Milwaukee because they 
fully realized' the tyranny of the rail- 
way company toward its employees, 
and so long as organized labor in the 
city stood united in the battle the peo- 
ple refused to ride in the boycotted cars. 
Cut tliern came a time when division 
crept in nnd the organizations outside of 
(base of the railwaymen lifted the boy- 
cott, and the grandest battle of years 
hurt to l>3 abandoned. The division oc- 
curred over the action of the railway 
men in breaking their agreement to sup- 
port the popular demand for municipal 
ownership of street railways.

corporation which was trying to secare 
franchise and rights of way. This is the 
way I get the story, and if it is true, 
here is .another of those awful discour- 
agements which are continually spring- 
ing up in front of those who are striv- 
ing to bring about better conditions for 
labor. 


A recent cable from . St. Petersburg 


contains information which convinces 
one that the police of that city have 
adopted measures in dealing with work- 
ins; people that are as yet apparently 
unknown to the police of New York, 
Chicago and some other American cities 
famous for their Russian methods. The 
strike of factory operatives, involving 
40,000 employees, was for increased pay 
and shorter hours, ilany employers were 
willing to concede the demands, but 
were forbidden so to do by the police. 
The operatives announced their inten- 
tion of making a personal appeal to the 
czar, but the police took precautions to 
prevent them from carrying out the 
idea. Great are the police. We have 
long known that Borne of those in this 
country were greater than tho czar, and 
now their brother clubbers of St. Peters- 
burg have climbed to their side, 
coarse the police of St. Petersburg say 
tho strike was incited by nihilists. In 
this country it is the socialist, anarchist 
and walking delegate who inform the 
workers that they ore working lout; 
hours for low pay.

When asked 
whether one of tho objects of the organization 
was to flpht the authorities, he responded in 
tho nt'sative. "Eat if tho money classes iran- 
to torn Eranson ns after wo arc organized they 
might find t-hat our military training might be 
of Borne service to tia, "he remarked.

Press. It was a reporter's account of a 
visit to the New York sweatshops; 
where a largo proportion of the United 
States flags that are sold throughout the 
country aro made. The wages, when 
work is steady in these awful dens, 
average less than '$5 a week, and the. 
women who stitch their very lives and 
souls into "Old Glory" work 12 and 14 
bours a day. The half starved offspring 
of these slaves of the treadmill of Mam- 
mon are not likely to imbibe a great 
deal cif patriotism from their wretched 
mothers. "Minute men" and sweatshop 
flags make a queer combination in a 
"land of tbo free and home of the 
bravo."

Cambridge. Mass., July 21.—It vas net 


alcne from Cambridge that people came 
tu take a, last look at the face of William 
E. Russell, yesterday. Every car from 
Uontun brought its contribution to the 
great eatlifenng that filled the aldev.-alka 
uf MasKa.ch'jstjUa avenue, near city hall, 
and othur people cjimu on foot and In 
Cc'irrlaRes from nil around. Ae the peo- 
jjlfc rc-achtd thu neighborhood of 
the 


building, be Tore en luring, 
they were 


formed in two double lines. They were 
allowed to move up the steps to the en- 
trance first from one line, then from the 
other, chunking to a column of four 
abrtust ay they advanced. The police 
controlled tlie crowd until the walk was 
reached, leading- to the-portal; then the 
mI][L!amu-n preserved order. Inside the 
portal of the bulldlnp, which waa draped 
with festoons of black, relieved by ihe 
national coinrs, the members of the First 
corpH or cad eta wtro aLationed. They 
proved efficient managers, for a slight 
motion oC the hand, from time to time, 
or a word of direction, served to keep the 
throng moving: quietly and in perfect 
ordt-r, yet rapidly. 


At fir-fit tlio people passed the bier In 


double tiles, but after the first rush was 
OVLT, they were allowed to pass In single 
file, one Una on either side of tho canopy. 
Thence each line passed through the cor- 
rUlors to rear doors, one on either side. 
The number of people who viewed the 
body can be estimated from the state- 
ment that for the first few minutes they 
paseed tbe bier at the rate of nearly 100 
a minute, on each side, and this rate 
showed only a slight diminution during 
the later hours. Probably 30,000 people 
passed the body in the three hours dur- 
ing which It lay In state. 


The body -,vas removed at 3 o'clock 


from city hall to the Shepard Memorial 
church, where an hour later the last 
service K were tenderly administered. 
The services were very Impressive in 
their nature. Long before the hour ap- 
pointed 
the 
beautiful 
edifice 
waa 


crowded with the most prominent citi- 
zens oE the city, state and country. 
Admission to the church was strictly 
by ticket, and so extensive was the de- 
mand for the. coveted card that the sup- 
ply gave out completely early in the 
day. 
Among the first to arrive at the 


church was President Clove land and 
Lieutenant Governor Wolcott, attended 
by Adjudant General DaJton. Here they 
were met by Chief Justice Fuller of the 
supreme court of the "L'nited States, who 
had come from Sorrento, Me. All four 
of the distinguished personages were 
escorted to tlie front pew. The rest of 
the church rapidly filled, and shortly 
before'4 o'clock the Immediate family 
were escorted up the aisle to the pew 
opposite the president. The ushers wero 
classmates of Governor Russell. 


The singing at the church was by an 


augmented choir, taken from the boys' 
choirs of the St. Paul's church of Boston, 
the Appleton chapel and. Clirlst church 
of Cambridge, assisted by the Albion 
male quartet of Boston. W. A. Locke 
waa organist and director. Before the 
body was taken to the church selections 
were given by the quartet from Cheru- 
binl's requiem mass and from Bach's 
"Passion" music. 
As ihe body was carried Into the church, 
"I Heard a Sound ot "Voices" waa sung 
by the choir. This wna followed by a 
reading o£ scripture by Rev. Alexajider 
MoKerizle, after which the chorus sang 
"Forever with the Lord." The prayer 
by Dr. McKenzie V/JIB followed by a 
solo, "I Heurd a Voice from Heaven." 


Dr. 
MciKenz-Lc then 
delivered the 


eulogy on Governor Russell, a tribute 
that was rerr;h.rXablci for Its beauty ol 
language, depth ct ieelliig and pathoa. 
He said among other things: ""We are 
not lierb for eulogy. The smllten nerves, 
the broken hearts, are not yet still 
enough for us LO tell In formal sentences 
the meaning ot this lite, and to gather 
the teachings which are Us bequests. 
This service Is for sympathy and prayer. 
In our bewilderment the first thought 
which touchfeij our grief is of tho brevity 
of the yearewhlch are told. 


"Gone 'ere his prime,'we say. Length 


of days would have indeed been length 
of influence and the extension of fame. 
Tfet days cannot measure life, nor set 
bounds to Its course. 'What thou livest, 
live well.' The life which Is the same as 
hia has flowed from Ita mysterious urn, a 
sacred stream not to disappear, 
but 


under other names to make the earth 
green and fruitful whure it runs. 


"Along the yaih he trod, others ot less 


daring, will find their way. This Is to 
live. Life is In threi3 dimensions. "What 
his lacked in one, being hero, was made 
up In two. It was a cube, not a line or 
a plane. He has had length of years 
enoiiRh to disclose the secret of nobility 
and give It ample illustration." 


As the body was borne from the church 


by tbe pallbearers, tho entire congrega- 
tion rose to Lheir feet while the choir 
rang. "For all the taints who from their 
labors rest." 


Only the Immediate famlly> with a few 


Intimate friends, followed the remains 
to the r.ewly-raadc grave In Mt.. Auburn 
cemetery. The lot itself is a new one, 
and was" purchased only Saturday by the 
"Russell family. Tbe body of the father 
of Governor Russell, Hon. Charles Theo- 
dore Russell, was removed from the 
tomb yesterday, and today father and 
pon repose side by side beneath the out- 
slrctnhod branches of a sturdy oak tree. 


The services at the grave were short, 


Dr.- 3EcKer.zie reading only a portion o( 
the regular sorvice, and closing tbe im- 
pressive exercises of the day by a brief 
prayer.

THE DWINDLING RESERVE. 


Treasury Officials 
Tlilnk Present Haiti 


Will Xot Loft alQch Longer. 


Washington, July 21.—The gold reserve, 


•went below the JDO,000,000 mark today for 
the MrsL time In many months, and at the 
close of business the actual figure was 
TS9.761.336, a reduction of 13,706,300 for 
the day. Of the withdrawals. $3.033,000 
was for export. Treasury officials look 
upon this heavy golden drain as entirely 
abnormal, and are confident that It will 
not continue, at least so heavily. They 
Bay there Is nothing In trade conditions 
to warrant the exports, adding, that 
although exchange Is almost a point 
above the shipping point in normal 
times, the conditions are such In their 
Judgment 0.3 to 
make 
It uncertain 


whether it can be profitable at present. 
In the absence of .Secretary Carlisle no 
one can speak authoritatively respect- 
Ing the probability of another issue of 
bonds to replenish the reserve in the near 
future, but the general trend of opinion 
was that such a thing was not to be ex- 
pected. 


QflicJals are satisfied with the manner 


In which they have gotten 50 far through 
the month of July. This is always a try- 
Ing month, the beginning of the fiscal 
year letting loose a lot or appropriations 
for miscellaneous objects, as well as for 
rivers and harbors ar.d pensions. The 
total expenditures for the month have 
reached $31,118,000, which leaves a de- 
llcit of $12,091,294, but this Is no more 
than was expected, while encourage- 
ment Is found In the fact that the receipts 
have averaged well up to 51,000,000 per 
diem, and that much of this Increase is 
composed, of international revenue re- 
ceipts, an indication that whisky in 
bond has at last been drawn upon. 


Cllley DItln't Show Up. 


Boston, July 21.—The adjournment of 


the hearing on the Stetson will In the 
probate court yesterday did not lack In- 
terest. At the first hearing, Dr. C. S. 
Cllley, one of the witnesses to the will, 
was absent, in spite of the fact that a 
personal summons had been served up- 
on him by a constable. By order of the 
court. Dr. Cllley was defaulted, 
but 


counsel stated that there was no doubt 
that he would be present at the next 
hearing day. Dr. Noyes, 'another wit- 
ness to the will, was aJso absent Wed- 
nesday, but appeared in court yesterday. 
Dr. Cllley was still among the missing, 
and some Interesting developments are 
anticipated at the next hearing, provided 
he does not show up. Dr. Cllley was 
John Stetson's medical adviser, and It 
was he who suggested that Dr. Noyes 
and his own coachman' should be the 
other witnesses of the millionaire's will, 
besides himself. It U anticipated that 
Dr. Cilley can throw considerable light 
on the condition of Mr. Stetson before 
he died. 


Thinning Out the Docket. 


London, July 21. — In the house of 


commons'yesterday, A. J. Balfour moved 
suspension of the midnight rule for tho 
remainder o£ the aosslon. and also that 
government bills may be taken up at 
any hour, though opposed. Mr. Balfour 
said that privats bills. Including the 
benefice bill, must bo sacrificed, owing 
to the nearness ol the flay for adjourn- 
ment, Aug. 14. He also announced the 
dropping of a half dozen minor meas- 
ures. Mr. Baltour said that he feared 
that there -would not be time to pass the 
deceased wife's sister bill, but he pro- 
posed to continue efforts for the passage 
of the Irish, land bill.

New York, July 21.—The six-round go 


between "Kid" Lavlgne and 
Charlie 


McKeaver attracted 3000 people to the 
Madison Square 
Garden last night. 


The fighting was of a very mild order 
eiyirst, butwasoneof the most scientific 
events ever seen here during the latter 
half. The referee, according to a previ- 
ous arrangement, both men being on 
their feet, declared tte bout a draw. It 
la believed that the result will lead to 
the matching of the two men.

Hlngham, Mass., July 21.—The New 


England Association of Mexican War 
Veterans held a pleasant reunion for 
the 48th time at Nantasket Beach, yes- 
terday. General Chamberlain of Barre 
Plains, Vt., and General Nelson Vlalle 
of Cranston, R. I., were re-elected com- 
mander and lieutenant commander, re- 
spectively, together with the old board 
of officers. Apart from a brief business 
session, the day was given up to rem- 
inlsences and dining. 


T-lterary "War "XVeapona. 


Washington, July 21.—As one result 


of the conference between Chairman 
Babcock of the congressional committee 
and Mark Ha.nna and Major McKinley, 
last week, the scope of the work of the 
congressional committee is to be greatly 
widened during .the coming campaign. 
The Republican congressional commit- 
tee from this time on "will perform more 
work in different fields than has ever de- 
volved upon any previous congressional 
committee. In the last campaign the 
congressional committee confined its 
labors to about 100 congressional dis- 
tricts, but In this campaign It will widen 
He field of operations to take In every 
place in the United States where the.ra 
Is a chance for a contest. The number 
of campaign documents that will be sent 
out between now and next November by 
the congressional committee will reach 
In the millions. From one state alone 
an order has been received for 700,000 
documents, antl there are a. number of 
orders for 400.000 and 600.000.
